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NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 10 
(UPI) — The White House de- 
nied today that presidential aid 
Sherman Adams, long under 
fire for taking expensive gifts 
from textile manufacturer Ber- 
nard Goldfine, has resigned. 

“It is just not true,” White 
House press secretary James 
C. Hagerty said. 

However, an Administration 
figure said at Washington that 
in his opinion Adams, for prac- 
tical purposes, was through as 
President Eisenhower's chief 
assistant and that only a for- 
mal resignation remained to be 
arranged. 

Adams was represented by 
some of his Administration and 
Republican party colleagues as 
having come to the conclusion 
that his political effectiveness 
had been seriously impaired by 
his relations with Goldfine. 


A newspaper in Adams's 
home state, the Laconia (N.H.) 
Citizen, said today it had 


learned from a reliable source 
that Adams already “has re- 
signed.” 


Hagerty Comment. 


Hagerty declared, however, 
that Adams had submitted no 
resignation “in any shape, form 
or manner.” 

Adams was somewhere in 
Canada on a fishing trip. He 
left no forwarding address with 
the White House. 

One Administration figure 
said he did not believe Adams 


would return to work at the 
White House — at least no 
longer than to clean up his 
desk 


“I think the question of a 
resignation is over and done 
with,” he said. “I don’t think 
he’s coming back.” 


One Republican figure who | 


has had an inside view of the 
Adams affair, told United Press 
International: 

“T haven't been told anything 
formal, but my’ somewhat edu- 
cated intuition is that this thing 
~—Adams’s leaving—has been all 
set. It was just a matter of 
time. They (the White House) 
tried to work out the situation 
after the Goldfine hearings, 
but just couldn't. Adams can't 
make any talks, he cant give 
the Democrats hell without 
somebody yelling ‘corruption’ 
right back at him. 

“Then came the Mae 
tions, and in my opinion 
made up his mind.”

Sept. 10 ‘UPI)—School officials 
sought more time today to 
appeal a federal judge's assign- 
ment of 12 Negro students to 
two white schools that will be 
closed next Monday if the in- 
tegration edict is not stayed. 

Attorneys for the school 
board planned to ask United 
States District Judge John Paul 
to stay his order pending an 
appeal to the United States 
Fourth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peas. 

Judge Paul said he would 
consider the school board's 
request at the same time he 
signs an _ integration order 
Thursday. now being drafted 
by attorneys for the Negro 
children. 


DOWNTOWN CLAYTON SOUTHTOWN NORTHLAND 


If the stay is not granted. 
a state law will shut down the 
two affected schools, scheduled 
now to open Monday. Approx- 
imately 1650 students are en- 
rolled in the schools 

Judge Paul ticked off the 
names of 10 Negro students he 
said Tuesday would have to be 
admitted to Charlottesville’s 
white Venable elementary 
school and two Negroes to Lane 
High School, the city’s only 
white secondary school. 

However, he went along with 
the school board's rejection of 
14 other Negro elementary 
students and seven high school 
applicants on criteria set up 
under a local student assign- 
ment plan 

Jude Paul found discrimina- 
tion against the Negro students 
in a newly created school zone 
under which 24 Negro appli- 
cants for white elementary 
schools were brought into the 
Negro Jefferson school district 
In a previous hearing, he 
called the zone ‘“gerryman- 
dered.” 

The judge. who two years 
ago originally ordered’ the 
school board not to deny Negro 
children admission to white 
schools on racial grounds, also 
based his assignments and re- 
jections on evaluation of Negro 
applicants’ scholastic standing, 
brought out by achievement 
tests prescribed by the assign- 
ment plan 

Overrides Argument. 

Judge Paul's’ assignments 
came at the end of a two-day 
hearing in which the school 
board sought to justify its re- 
jection of the 33 Negro appli- 
cants. He turned aside a plea 
to postpone integration of the 
high school for one year, over- 
riding an argument by City 
Attorney John S. Battle Jr 
that integration might cause 
violence 

City Manager J. E. Bowen Jr. 
told Judge Paul that 130 state 
troopers had been called in to 
handle possible violence result- 
ing from integration. 

A day earlier Judge Paul 
granted an injunction to permit 
2 Negroes to enter Warren 
county's only high school, a 
white school at Front Royal 
He declined to stay the order 
while an appeal was sought, 
but did postpone its effective- 
ness until Monday to allow the 
state to seek a stay from the 
Fourth Federal Circuit court 
of appeals

Shopping in Moscow is often 
an adventure. Shops are closed 
Monday, although Sunday, as 
In our society, is the holiday ot 
the week. This is because 
shops are obliged to stay open 
on Sundays for the convenience 
of people who work the resi 
of the week. 

One department store on the 


Red Square, a series of ar- 
cades known as GUM (State 
Department Store), is one of 


the biggest in the world, and 
has more than 130,000 custom- 
ers a day. Macy's in New York 
has more, but even so the fig- 
ure is substantial. GUM sells 
everything from fur coats to 
single hairpins. 

Prices are fantastic It is dif- 
ficult to calculate what the 
ruble means to a Russian. but 
even so the cost of most com- 
modities is outlandish, and 
there are astounding discrepan- 
cies among values. An Ameri- 
can jazz record can fetch 400 
rubles ($100 at par) on the 
black market, and this is also 
the price of a pretty good radio, 
An automobile does not cost 
more than about a dozen times 
the price of a pair of shoes. 

But again qualification is nec- 
essary. All luxuries are high, 
also clothes, but in general 
staple foods are comparatively 
cheap, as are items in culture 
—books and records. House- 
hold appliances, of mediocre 
quality, are not, too expensive. 
Personal services are cheap— 
haircuts, permanent. waves, and 
the like. You can get your hair 
cut for a ruble.

If vou calculate rubles at ten 
to a dollar or less, these prices 
‘in American terms) go down 
drastically. But Russians have 
to pay in rubles. If a Russian 
earns 1000 rubles a month, it 
will cost him seven week's pay 
to buy a TV set—1750 rubles. 
But — paradox! —a TV set is 
“cheap,” if you think of it in 
terms of other commodities: 
it costs no more than two suits 
of clothes. 

Prices Used as Rationing. 

Prices constitute, to sum up. 
a form of rationing. The state 
authorities set the price, de- 
pending on the amount of the 
commodity they wish to release 
to the public. 

The government knows per- 
fectly well that the rank and 
file of people are yearning not 
merely for ordinary consumer 
goods—pots and pans—but for 
luxuries like cameras, electric 
iceboxes, bicycles, sporting 
guns and, a curious’ item, 
chandeliers. Because it will not, 
in the present phase, release 
enough productive power to 
manufacture such articles in 
quantity, the government delib- 
erately prices them out of sight. 

Another reason why prices 
are so high is that retail shops 
are, of course, part of the gen- 


eral structure of government 
finance, and are expected to 
make money, if possible. All 


profits of state enterprises go 
into the common pot. 

How, considering prices, do 
people in Moscow live? The 
answer is that the majority 
lives poorly by our standards, 
but some special factors have 
to be considered. (1) Practi- 
cally all women in_ Russia 
work, and hence most families 
have two earners. (2) Russians 
do not pay nearly so much as 
do citizens of Western coun- 
tries for basic services, like 
rent, and taxes are very light. 

The highest bracket in the 
Russian income tax is 13 per 
cent; most people pay only § 
per cent. Rent is calculated on 
the amount of space occupied, 
and usually comes to less than 
4 per cent of income; the 
average rent of a small apart- 
ment in Moscow does not ex- 
ceed the equivalent of $15 a 


month. Trade union ‘fees are 
one per cent of salary and 
utilities are relatively inex- 
pensive. 

Our interpreter paid 50 
rubles a month rent, 25 for 
telephone, 15 for electricity 
and from six to ten for gas 


Her total expenditures in these 
basic categories was thus: no 
more than $25 per month at 
par, or, at ten rubles to a dol- 
lar, only $10, including rent. 

Then, too, medical and den- 
tal care is free. But, if you 
choose, you may go beyond the 
regular medieal panel and con- 
sult a professor or specialist on 
your own, in which case you 
pay a fee. Holidays are cheap, 
and you are guaranteed em- 
ployment until retirement. 
Sickness and accident benefits 
are in force, and your old age 
is automatically taken care of 
Above all, education for your 
children is scot-free 

Many High Salaried. 

A point, not at all appreciat- 
ed outside of Russia, is that a 
substantial nuntber of Soviet 
citizens get large salaries 
What might almost be called a 
millionaire class has grown up, 


composed mostly: of writers 
who earn royalties, musicians, 
scientists and inventors,. The 
richest man in Russia is sup- 
posed to be a composer of pop- 
ular music, whose earnings 
probably amount to a million 
rubles ($250,000 at par) per 
year. 


The best paid people are in- 
tellectuals, like university pro- 
fessors, A full professor's sal- 
ary is quite large by our stand- 
ards, about 5500 rubles a 
month, or $1375. Then, if you 
are a member of the Academy 
of Sciences you automatically 
receive a 5000-ruble-a-month 
stipend in addition to your sal- 
ary, and your earnings may be 
further augmented by rovalties 
on textbooks, TV appearances, 
and lectures. The director of 
an important research institute 


will. as a rule, get several 
thousand rubles a month bonus 
in addition to his salary, if his 
work is good 

Then, intellectuals always 
have a chance of winning 
Stalin ‘now called Lenin) 
prizes, which can run up to 


200.000 rubles each, $50,000 at 
par. Finally, a man in a big 
position has special perquisites, 
like the right to have (or share) 
a motorcar, a dacha in the 
country, and an apartment in 
Moscow more comfortable than 
most.

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U.S. Space Unit Ready to Try 


16 Satellite Experiments in Year

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 
(AP)—The newly established 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administ: ition has detailed 
plans for the year ahead to 
probe the skies with a series 
of earth satellites. 

For the more distant future 
NASA is already at work on 


projects to explore the moon 
and then move on to the 
planets: 

NASA's program plans were 
disclosed at a dinner meeting 
of the Institute of the Aero- 
nautical Sciences last night 

They were outlined by Edgar 
M. Cortright of the Lewis 
Flight propulsion Laboratory 
at Cleveland, a major unit of 
the National Advisory Commit- 
tee for Aeronautics. NACA is 
in the process of space-age 
transformation into NASA. 

His Predictions. 


Cortright said later he per- 
zonally thought that through 
these programs man would 

1. Be placed in orbit 
around the earth within two 
years. 

2. Land on the moon and 
return to earth, within six 
to 10 vears. 

3. Undertake exploration of 
Mars. but certainly not for 
at least 10 to 15 vears 
Cortright described 16 space 
experiments which NASA has 
ready or can get under wai 
within its first vear of opera- 
tion. A number of the experi- 
ments can be combined. so 
that the actual number of 
launchings required has not 
been determined. No decisions 
have been reached, either, as 
to the rockets that will boost 
the satellites into orbit 

Seven experiments involve 
satellites weighing between 100 
and 120 pounds launched into 
orbits some 300 miles above 
the earth 

One satellite, used in geodetic 
measurements, would he 
equipped with a flashing light 
so that it could be sighted 
simutaneously from _ various 
tracking stations. 

Two satellites would be speci- 
ally designed to study the 
earth's cloud cover. Others 
would investigate aurora, air 
giow and primary particles 
which color the early morning 
skies. 

Satellite 100 Feet Thick. 


A 100-pound satellite inflat- 
ing to a diameter of 100 feet, 
for studies of communications, 
radar and air density, would be 
launched before next July 
Some of the satellites in this 
series would carry living or- 
ganisms—yeast, initially — into 
space

Others in the large category 
would carry optical or radio 
telescopes to study the stars 
Other experiments inthis group 
will investigate the amount of 
hydrogen in space, celestial 
“far ultra violet” light, electro- 
magnetic radiation trom the 
Stars, cosmic ray sources, 
the direction and _ intensity 
of comic dust, and propaga- 
tion of radiation through the 
ionosphere 

Cortright said the expe 
ments would follow up the

The Nationalist garrison on Quemoy numbers about 
70,000 men who must be supplied from Formosa. The 
Reds had successfully blockaded Quemoy until the United 
States Seventh Fleet began escorting the Nationalist sup- 
ply vessels to within three miles of the Quemoy coast. 
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Spread along the littoral of the Formosa strait are large 
pumbers of Communist troops, with about 200,000 esti- 
mated to be on the coast or within a few hours of it. Also 

‘dotted along the coast and posing a threat to the National- 
dst isPands are a number of airports from which Red war- 


planes can attack the offshore islands in a matter of 
minutes. 

The United States has declared that it will fulfill its 
obligation to defend Formosa from attack by the Commu- 
nists, but has been deliberately vague as to its intentions 
regarding the the offshore islands. Russia has warned that 


it will regard any attack on Communist China as an attack 
on Russia itself. 

On the island of Formosa, which the Chinese call Tai- 
wan, are the bulk of Chiang Kai-shek's forces, said to 
number 300,000 combat troops. Here also is the greater 
part of the Nationalist Air Force, which numbers some 


500 planes, about half of them F-84 and F-86 jet fighters. 
Patrolling the Formosa strait is the United States 
Seventh Fleet, now augmented by additional ships, planes 
and men. The exact fighting strength of the fleet is a 
military secret, but the nucleus of the fleet is five ear- 
riers, two cruisers, 40 destroyers and four submarines.

Passport Decision Detour? 


The State Departments legal counselor 
Loftus E. Becker. apparently believes that 
the Passport Division still has authority to 


refuse passports on the basis of beliefs and 
associations. This is the import of recently 
released testimony of Mr. Becker before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee. as The 
Washington Post interprets it 

If this is so and if Mr. Becker 
persuade the State Department to act on his 
interpretation, it amounts to a reversal of the 
creditable way in which the State Department 
received the Supreme Court decision in the 
Kent-Dayton-Briehl passport cases some three 
months ago. 

What the Supreme Court said was that 
Congress had not granted to the State Depart- 
ment the authority arbitrarily to reject a pass- 
port application because of the applicant's 
political beliefs and associations. That was 
on which ihe passport application 
of Artist Rockwell Kent and many others had 
been turned down 

The Supreme Court found that the right to 
reject a passport application had to be based 
on a positive showing that granting it would 
be harmful to the country’s security. Lacking 
that showing. the passport should be granted. 
The Passport Division promptly began to 
process long-held-up applications, including 
that of Paul Robeson to go to England. 

We certainly prefer the first interpretation 
of the Supreme Court decision by the State 
Department to that which seems to come 
from Mr. Becker now.

Mrs. Cramer's oil appears to 
be a personal reaction to the 
Sputnik, rather than any at- 
tempt to relate it or its impli- | 
cations to the present predic- | 
ament of mankind, and the re- | 
action takes form in an un-.| 
easy confusion of streaks and 
slashes of fiery colors. There 
is a wiggle of yellow within a 
circle, like an_ electrician’s 
symbol for a wattmeter, and 
the rest is just about what the 
spectator wants to make of it. 

The possibility that, without 
the clue in the title, it might 
not occur to the spectator to 
connect the painting with Sput- 
nik raises again the old ques- 
tion as to which comes first, 
the painting or the title. In 
this case, it seems best to take 
the work as it is, and to wel- | 
come the prospect that painters 
may increasingly concern them- 
selves with the world at large.

peatedly defeated in the past 


by Missouri Legislatures, under 
both Democratic and Republi- 
can control. 
Forestalling Defection. 

The firm stand on civil rights 
was placed in the party plat- 
form in an effort to stem any 
possible defection of Negro 
voters from the Democrats in 


the Nov. 4 general election, 
observers said. Some party 


leaders feared that the actions 
of Gov. Orval E. Faubus and 
the Democratic-controlled Ar- 
Kansas Legislature in the Lit- 
tle Rock integration dispute 
might cause many Missouri 
Negro voters to switch to the 
G.O.P. this year. 

“Racial segregation imposed 
by laws or any other means is 
contrary to the principles on 
which democratic government 
is based,” the state Democratic 
policy statement declared. 

“We therefore hail the de- 
cisions of the United States 
Supreme Court outlawing de- 
cisions prohibiting other forms 
of state-imposed segregation. 

Proud of Missouri. 

“We arep roud that Missouri 
at once coved -resolutely for- 
ward toward integration of its 
educational system, and did so 
in a spirit that must have 
stirred the hearts of free men 
everywhere. 

“Obvious problems remain, 
but Missourians of good will 
are solving them with tolerance 
and understanding, and are

President H. Reid 
Derrick, in a letter to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, esti- 
mated the proposed rate sched- 
ule would increase a non-heat- 
ing customer's bill by an aver- 
age $2.04 a year. The increase 
for a space heating user would 
be about $9.18 annually, he 
said 

Laclede's supplier, Mississip- 
pi River Fuel Corp., has asked 
the Federal Power Commission 
for authority to increase its 
rates to Laclede by $2,942,076 
The higher rates were suspend- 
ed by the FPC but can be put 
into effect on Nov. 1. In ad- 
dition to the higher cost of gas 
Laclede, by increasing its 
charges, will pay a higher gross 
receipts tax. The total increase 
it expects to face after Nov. 1 
is $3.071.700. Derrick said

But a strong case could be 
made for the theory that they 
are ringing for the wrong peo- 
ple 

School now is that period be- 
tween the mumps of childhood 
and the lumps you get when 
you have to start earning your 
own living 

It is a long season of the 
cocoon, when the muscles ma- 
ture and the mind is strength- 
ened by learning that, in a 
right angle triangle, the square 
of the hypotenuse equals the 
sum of the squares of the oth- 
er two sides. (It is only in later 
life one discovers most tri- 
angles don't have a right an- 
gle.) 

So much to learn in so short 
a time, for the average student 
spends less than a fourth of 
his life in the classrooms. The 
wilderness of the multiplication 
table gives way to the jungle 
of Algebra ... and even then 
has one found out the things 
that really count? 


The trouble with formal 
schooling is that it ends with 
most people when their real 
education begins. There is 
no bridge between the two— 
the vast library of books, and 
the vaster library of living. 


One teaches knowledge, the 
other can ‘(and should) teach 
wisdom. It is unfortunate, but 
true, that few people get wise 
merely by reading. Most don't 
even get really smart that way. 

The schooling years now are 
roughly from 5 to 22. After 
that a man spends less time 
exploring what the world 
knows—and more time finding 
out what he has to put up with.

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Some Ways 
to Fix Roof 


By Hubbard Cobb 


GOOD QUALITY wood shin- 
gies will givé a good many 
years of service but eventu- 
ally they may become pretty 
dry and start to curl and 
crack. 

It's possible to revive the 
shingles for a period by apply- 
ing a linseed oil stain or you 
can get an even longer lasting 
job by coating the ' shingles 
with an‘ asphalt preparation. 
Only trouble with this is that 
the roof will not have a very 
attractive appearance. The 
best solution, of course, is to 
apply a new roof. 


If the roof framework is 
strong enough, and usually it 
is, new wood shingles can be 
applied right over the old. This 
is better than removing the 
old shingles before applying 
the new for it saves a good 
deal of time and labor not to 
mention mess. It also pro- 
duces a more solid and tighter 
job for you end. up with a 
double rather than single roof. 
Before applying the new shin- 
gles, all the old loose shingles 
should be renailed back into 
place. Curled shingles should 
be split and then nailed secure. 
The only other important step 
is to trim off about four inches 
of the old shingles along the 
edge of the roof. Strips of 
1x4 inch boards are then nailed 
along the edges to produce 
an even edge. 

Asphalt shingles can also be 
applied over the old wood 
shingles. It’s usually best, 
however, if little strips of 
bevel-shaped boards are nailed 
along the’ butt ends of the 
wood shingles to produce an 
even surface for the asphalt 
shingles. Also be sure that the 
nails used on the asphalt 
shingles are long enough to 
penetrate through the wood 
shingles and into the wood 
sheathing under them.
